So great was the shock that every

Fifth street to B ord en aven ue was 
either 
d estroy ed 
or 
bad ly 
sh at­ 
tered . 
Nin e bod ies have alread y been re­ 
m oved from shaft « an d m an y w^ere 
in jured by the fallin g build in gs. 
It 
is n ot kn own at this hour the exact 
n um ber of victims as several of the 
in jured m ay d ie an d others are likely 
buried in the ruin s. 
T he horror of the catastrophe was 
heighten ed by fire breakin g out in 
some of the shattered build in gs an d 
some of the un fortun ates imprison ed 
in the ruin s ivill probably be cre­ 
m ated before heip can reach them.
